Of all the Passion-tide cantatas none is as universally 
known and loved as Sir John Stainer’s “Orucifixion,” a 
meditation on the Sacred Passion of the Holy Redeemer, 
to be presented at Christ Church tomorrow evening at 8. 
The text consists of various excerpts from the Gospels 
with selections from several religious poems’ arranged by 
the composer. 

Stainer was organist of St. Paul’s Cathedral, London, 
during the last part of the 19th century. After he com- 
posed the “Crucifixion” the vast cathedral would be 
crowded to the doors on Good Friday afternoon with devout 

worshippers eager to hear once again. the deeply moving drama of Cal- 
vary expressed in such simple and understandable terms. 


The cantata will be rendered by the full choir of men and boys with 
Ben Redden, tenor, and Leland Buzzell, baritone, as special soloists.

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Study Child Welfare At All Day Meeting 


Over thirty members of the An- 
dover League of Women Voters 
met at the home of Mrs. Stafford 


Lindsay, Andover League Chair- 
man of the Department of Child 
Welfare, on Tuesday for an all- 
day institute on the subject of 
child welfare. 

First of the speakers was Miss 
Marion Joyce, Director of Child 
Guardianship under the State De- 
partment of Public Welfare, who 
explained the work of the division 
of Child Guardianship. The most 
important work is the care and su- 
pervision of the state wards, of 
which there are over 8200, from 
two weeks up to twenty-one years 
old. These children are divided in- 
to four categories: (1) Dependent 
children, that is, children with no 
family, (2) Neglected children, 
committed to state care by the 
courts because of physical or moral 
neglect, (3) Delinquents and (4) 
Wayward children, those who are 
growing up in a vicious or demor- 
alizing atmosphere. Miss Joyce out- 
lined the procedure followed by 
the department in the case of each 


child turned over to it. First he is 


given a complete medical examina- 
tion by the staff doctor, and medi- 
cal care is provided if necessary; 


whe is then outfitted with clothes. 


a three-month wardrobe; then he is 
placed in an approved foster home. 
The department visitors visit him 
there at least four times a year. 
Babies up to three years old are 
usually placed in homes near Bos- 
ton where they can be visited fre- 
quently. Miss Joyce emphasized 
the great necessity for treating 
these children normally in the 
community so that they may feel 
they are not stamped as “state 
wards.” 

One of the greatest difficulties 
now is that the department often 
does not receive enough money t* 
support children through school 
Children now receive board up to 


16 years of age, but if they are re- 
tarded and have not finished 
school, or if they are brilliant and 
deserving of further education, 
they have to earn their own living 
by working during their schoo! 
days in order to complete their 
school work. 

Miss Joyee spoke of a bill now 
being drafted, which would safe- 
evxard children in Massachusetts 
*» to fourteen years of age, Some 
children now live in appalling con- 
ditions in private ‘boarding homes, 
and the state department has no 
authority to interfere. 

Second speaker of the morning, 
Mr. Chester Grant, a member of 
the Massachusetts Child Council 
and State chairman of the depart- 
ment of Child Welfare for the 
American Legion, told of Legion 
work for under-privileged children 
of the community. $3,750,000 was 
spent last year, only part of which 
went to children of veterans. In 
speaking of the juvenile delin- 
quency problem, Mr. Grant de- 
clared he-is not in favor of the ex- 
tension of the court system. Special 
justices and court rooms would add 
to public financial burdens, he 
stated, Legal training does not 
equip a judge to deal with social 
problems, and juvenile delinquents 
could be better dealt with in indi- 
vidual cases by trained and sym- 
pathetic individuals. 

A buffet luncheon was served to 
the guests and speakers, and after 
luncheon, Mrs. Lindsay introduced 
Mrs. Autumn Ryan, Acting Mana- 
ger of the Haverhill Field office of 
the Old Age and Survivors Insur- 
ance, who explained the titles un- 
der the Social Security Act which 
provide care for children. Title 4, 
Aid to Dependent Children, is the 
most important of these. There is 
also provision for grants for Ma- 
ternal and Child Welfare, and Aid 
to Cripnied Children. All these 
forms of aid are financed by both 
state and federal funds.
